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will  see  the  bi-centenary  of  the  Worcester  Royal 
•  ^  ;  Infirmary.  During  the  200  years  of  its  service  to  the  public 
of  Worcestershire,  no  more  eventful  years  than  the  present 
have  been  experienced.  We  are  fast  moving  into  the  Era  of 
Social  Services.  The  voluntary  hospitals,  founded  for  the  care 
of  the  sick  poor,  are  now  the  resort  of  choice  for  rich  and  poor 
alike  in  need  of  expert  medical  care. 


The  more  specialised  and  costly  forms  of  diagnosis  and 
treatment  which  follow  in  the  wake  of  the  advance  of  medical 
knowledge  cannot  be  achieved  without  increased  expenditure. 
The  day  has  passed  when  this  can  be  met  entirely  by  “  voluntary  ” 
contributions.  Contributory  Schemes  and  grants  are  now 
necessary.

It  seems  clear  that  the  State  will  accept  responsibility  for 

the  health  of  its  people,  but  the  success  of  Beveridge’s  far- 
reaching  reforms  will  depend  upon  a  continuance  of  that  spirit 
of  voluntary  service  and  tradition  which  the  people  of  Worcester 
associate  with  such  names  as  Maddox,  .Wall,  MacKenzie, 
Rushout,  Russell,  the  Johnstones,  Carden  and  Hastings.  Till 
such  time  as  the  Government  is  able  to  implement  the  efforts 
of  the  people  it  will  be  our  concern  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
efficiency  and  bear  the  rapidly  increasing  cost. 


The  Executive  Committee  offer  sincere  thanks  to  all  whose 
names  appear  in  the  following  pages,  and  to  the  many  others 
whose  names  do  not  appear,  for  gifts  and  service  which  mean 
so  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.

Annual  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  1942. 


In  presenting  the  one  hundred  and  ninety-eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  your  Executive 
Committee  are  glad  to  record  that  the  increasing  demands  upon 
the  services  of  all  Departments  have  been  fully  met. 

Hospitals  are  not  exempt  from  the  difficulties  which  war 
must  necessarily  impose  upon  civil  undertakings  both  in  regard 
to  staffing  and  maintenance.  In  the  course  of  surmounting  the 
many  obstacles,  your  Committee  acknowledge  their  indebted¬ 
ness  for  the  generous  co-operation  of  the  people  of  Worcester 
and  would  especially  refer  to  their  obligation  to  the  traders  who, 
themselves  hampered  by  added  labours,  have,  nevertheless, 
found  time  to  place  their  knowledge  and  experience  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  Infirmary. 

In-Patients.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the 
wards  during  the  year — 3,885 — was  the  largest  on  record.  This 
figure  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year  by  104.  The  average 
number  of  occupied  beds  during  the  year  was  203.5  as  compared 
with  201.4  of  the  previous  year.

Medical.  In  recent  years  the  work  on  the  Medical  Side 
has  increased  considerably,  and  the  practitioners  of  the  City  and 
District  avail  themselves  to  an  increasing  extent  of  the  additional 
facilities  provided — Pathological  and  X-ray  investigations  are 
largely  responsible  for  the  increase,  but  the  Psychological  and 
Dermatological  Clinics  both  supply  their  quota. 

Electrocardiographic  Apparatus,  acquired  with  difficulty, 
fills  an  important  gap  in  the  diagnostic  armamentarium.  Your 
Committee  owe  their  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  other 
donors  who  contributed  generously  toward  the  cost. 

Additional  Medical  beds  in  wards  designed  exclusively  for 
medical  cases  are  much  needed. 

Surgical  Operations  and  Anaesthetics.  The  number  of 
surgical  operations  performed  requiring  the  administration  of 
anaesthetics  was  3,183  as  compared  with  the  total  of  2,792  in 
the  previous  year. 

Of  recent  years  the  science  and  art  of  anaesthesia  has  ad¬ 
vanced  very  considerably,  and  is  receiving  more  attention  from 
the  public.  At  Oxford  a  Professorship  in  Anaesthetics  has  been 
endowed  by  Lord  Nuffield,  and  in  large  hospitals  the  anaesthetists 
are  specialists  who  do  nothing  else  but  anaesthetics.  Except  in 
straightforward  cases,  the  administration  of  the  anaesthetic 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  an  expert  as  much  as  the  operation. 
By  using  new  methods  it  is  now  possible  to  operate  on  cases 
which  would  previously  have  been  considered  entirely  unfit  for 
any  sort  of  anaesthetic.  By  similar  means  in  routine  operations 
an  anaesthetic  can  be  made  more  comfortable  for  the  patient  to 
take  and  after  effects  can  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
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The  importance  of  these  developments  is  fully  appreciated, 
while  recognition  by  the  public  of  their  indebtedness  to  scientific 
endeavour  in  this  respect  and  their  wish  to  co-operate  is  refected 
in  gifts  of  money  to  further  the  object  in  view.  Among  other 
friends  your  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  Master  Butchers  of 
Worcester,  for  a  personal  gift  of  the  sum  of  ^216  4s.  6d.  to 
purchase  appropriate  apparatus. 

Fracture  Clinic.  Attention  has,  in  recent  years,  been 
focussed  on  the  necessity  for  improvement  in  the  methods  of 
treating  Industrial  accidents  and  Fractures. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  in  agreement  with  leading  Surgeons, 
have  settled  on  the  main  principles,  and  have  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  and  will  probably  enforce,  in  the  near  future,  the 
establishement  of  organised  Special  Fracture  Service  through¬ 
out  the  Country. 

To  forestall  these  requirements,  a  commencement  was  made 
by  Mr.  Norman  Duggan  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  with  a  Fracture 
Clinic,  which  is  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  at  3  p.m. 

At  this  Clinic  all  Out-Patients  or  “  walking  Fracture 
cases,  and  a  majority  of  convalescent  In-Patients  after  their 
discharge,  are  seen  and  supervised  regularly  throughout  their 
treatment,  and  an  efficient  Record  System  has  been  started. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  Clinic  in  April,  1942,  393  cases  have 
been  seen  and  1,400  attendances  recorded  up  to  December  31st, 
1942. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  at  minimum  cost  to  the 
Infirmary,  and  with  no  additional  staff  or  equipment. 

It  will  be  evident  that  as  the  work  grows,  some  extra  equip¬ 
ment  with  extra  staff  for  clerical  work,  Physio-Therapy  and  Re¬ 
habilitation  may  be  required. 

The  results  already  obtained  have  been  most  promising 
and  it  is  hoped  that  by  development  on  these  lines,  Fracture 
cases  may  continue  to  be  treated  at  the  Worcester  Royal  In¬ 
firmary  in  a  manner  that  will  satisfy  the  exacting  standards 
which  will  be  expected  by  the  authorities  concerned  in  this 
problem. 

Maternity  Department.  This  Department  set  up  for 
dealing  with  cases  of  abnormal  labour  has  worked  to  full  capacity, 
hampered  though  it  has  been  by  shortage  of  Staff.  Work  so 
necessary  and  so  important  merits  improved  and  increased 
accommodation. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department.  Since  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  this  department  in  1923,  the  work  has  shown  a  steady 
increase. 
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During  the  first  year  410  out-patients  and  276  in-patients 
were  treated,  whereas  in  1942  the  figures  were  1,217  and  821 
respectively. 

The  department  has  carried  on  throughout  this  period 
under  conditions  ill  suited  to  this  type  of  work,  both  as  regards 
the  out-patient  clinic  and  the  ward  accommodation,  and  diffi¬ 
culties  are  greatly  increased  at  certain  times  of  the  year,  when 
acute  catarrhal  infections,  with  their  numerous  complications, 
are  prevalent.  It  is  then  that  the  “  waiting  list  ”  increases,  and 
cross  infections  from  one  patient  to  another,  occur  in  wards 
which  are  overcrowded  and  ill-ventilated. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  as  soon  as  wartime  restric¬ 
tions  on  building  are  removed,  funds  may  become  available 
to  build  and  equip  suitable  accommodation  for  this  hardworked 
department,  and  thereby  remove  the  difficulties  and  inconven¬ 
ience  which  have  attended  it  during  the  first  21  years  of  its 
existence. 

Radiological  Department.  The  Radiological  Depart¬ 
ment  has  had  increasing  calls  made  upon  it  during  the  year  for 
both  civilian  and  service  patients.  Much  of  the  increased  work 
is  due  to  raising  the  income  limit  for  membership  of  the  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme.  During  the  year  a  Fracture  Clinic  was 
started  in  connection  with  the  Orthopaedic  Department  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  afternoons,  and  this  naturally  increased  the  requests  for 
X-ray  examinations,  but  the  work  of  the  department  was  facilit¬ 
ated  by  having  a  definite  time  set  apart  for  these  special  investiga¬ 
tions.  Clinics  are  held  every  Wednesday  and  Thursday  on 
behalf  of  the  County  or  City  Tuberculosis  Departments,  for 
X-ray  examinations  of  chests. 

Some  new  apparatus  has  been  purchased,  especially  an 
additional  mobile  X-ray  set  for  use  in  the  operating  theatres  and 
wards.  A  treatment  unit  has  been  installed  and  will  shortly  be 
available.  More  apparatus  is  still  required,  but  the  installation 
of  this  would  entail  re-organisation  and  accommodation  in  a  more 
central  position  in  the  hospital,  and  war  conditions  do  not 
warrant  these  changes. 

The  artificial  sunlight  department  has  been  excessively 
busy,  many  of  the  conditions  requiring  treatment  being  brought 
about  or  aggravated  by  black-out  and  food  rationing. 

A  mobile  X-ray  ambulance  and  a  Red  Cross  driver  is 
stationed  at  this  hospital  for  use  in  case  of  damage  to  hospitals 
in  this  and  surrounding  towns  by  enemy  action.  It  was  used  at 
Coventry,  when  the  hospital  in  that  city  suffered.  Fortunately, 
it  has  not  been  used  for  this  purpose  very  much  lately,  but  is 
always  available  should  the  occasion  arise. 
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Pathological  Department.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
completed  an  agreement  with  your  Committee  last  December 
whereby  the  Pathological  Laboratory  became  an  Area  Laboratory 
as  from  February,  1942,  the  Committee’s  yearly  expenditure 
being  limited,  under  the  arrangement,  to  the  sum  of  £660  for 
services  to  the  Infirmary. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  work  of  the  Department  and  to 
the  hospital’s  association  with  the  Worcester  and  District  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  in  sub-joined  reports. 

Henwick  House.  In  their  last  report,  the  Committee 
referred  to  the  acquisition  of  Henwick  House  and  its  extensive 
grounds  for  use  as  an  annexe  to  relieve  the  pressure  upon  accom¬ 
modation  in  the  main  hospital.  The  maintenance  and  equip¬ 
ment  of  this  annexe  was  completed  last  July  at  a  total  cost  of 
£12,382,  and  was  opened  on  July  11th  for  the  accommodation  of 
45  women  and  children. 

The  wisdom  of  this  undertaking  has  been  very  fully  justified. 
In  rather  less  than  6  months,  no  less  than  250  patients  have 
passed  through  the  wards.  The  transfer  of  patients  to  the  annexe 
for  continuation  treatment  has  been  markedly  beneficial  to  them 
and  has  made  possible  the  release  of  beds  in  the  main  hospital 
for  the  reception  of  acute  cases.  The  cheerful  atmosphere  of 
this  annexe  managed  with  sympathy  and  understanding  by  a 
staff  of  sisters  and  nurses,  has  elicited  appreciative  commenda¬ 
tion  of  patients  and  attracted  the  interest  of  generous  friends 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hallow. 

Finance.  The  total  income  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£51,829. 

There  was  an  excess  of  total  income,  over  total  expenditure 
after  deducting  a  deficit  of  £1,114  on  the  maintenance  of  Hen¬ 
wick  House,  amounting  to  £1,250.  The  bank  overdraft  at  the 
close  of  the  year  amounted  to  £23,233. 

Expenditure.  The  total  expenditure,  excluding  £2,165, 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  Henwick  House,  was  £49,465. 

Your  pommittee  are  exercising  that  economy  in  expenditure 
consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  efficiency.  To  this  end  they 
have  appointed  an  Economic  Committee  which  meets  weekly  to 
scrutinise  all  items  of  expenditure.  Nevertheless  the  fact 
cannot  be  ignored  that  wartime  prices  and  purchase  tax  must 
be  paid.  Moreover,  your  Committee  must,  in  common  with 
others,  face  up  to  changed  conditions  by  raising  salaries  and 
wages  of  staff. 

Very  shortly  the  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Com¬ 
mittee  will  impose  upon  them  the  obligation  of  paying  further 
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increases  of  salaries  to  their  nursing  staff.  Although  50%  of 
this  cost  will  be  borne  by  the  Government,  the  net  increase  will 
not  be  inconsiderable. 

The  average  cost  of  each  In-patient  was  £11  4s.  lid.  as 
compared  with  £10  10s.  5d.  last  year,  and  of  each  Out-patient 
attendance  Is.  lid.  as  compared  with  Is.  9d. 

Contributory  Scheme.  Your  Committee  would  especially 
draw  attention  to  the  remarkable  increase  in  receipts  from  the 
City  and  County  sections  of  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary 
Contributory  Scheme.  No  less  than  £22,585  was  collected 
during  the  year,  representing  an  increase  of  £7,677  on  the 
previous  year’s  figure. 

They  wish  to  accord  their  warmest  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Organisers  and  District  Secretaries  and  Collectors  for  their 
whole-hearted  and  successful  services.  They  feel  that  they  are 
to  be  congratulated  upon  the  accomplishment.

PATHOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


Annual  Report,  1942. 

i 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  establishment  of  an  Area  Labora¬ 
tory  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

During  the  year  10,494  investigations  were  carried  out  in 
the  laboratory  as  compared  with  6,469  in  1941.  This  figure 
does  not  take  into  consideration  any  laboratory  work  done  in 
connection  with  the  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion  Scheme. 
Expressed  in  “  units  ”  the  total  figures  (including  blood  trans¬ 
fusion  work)  for  1941  and  1942  were  27,304  and  39,197  respect¬ 
ively,  giving  an  increase  of  43.56%.  Of  the  work  passing  through 
the  area  laboratory,  31.78%  came  from  non  E.M.S.  patients  in 
the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Certain  structural  alterations  were  carried  out  to  provide 
an  office,  a  haematological  laboratory,  a  dark  room  and  three 
smaller  laboratories  for  morbid  histology,  bacteriology  and 
serology.  Additional  space  is  still  required  for  bacteriology. 

Dr.  F.  Hampson  was  seconded  here  on  February  1st,  1942, 
as  Assistant  Pathologist  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  regretable  that  the  number  of  autopsies  have  been 
considerably  curtailed  because  the  hospital  no  longer  possesses 
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a  post  mortem  room,  it  having  been  converted  into  a  decon¬ 
tamination  department  at  the  outbreak  of  war.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  post  mortem  room  will  be  re-converted  in  the 
very  near  future  so  that  the  interest  of  the  public,  as  well  as 
medical  science,  may  be  furthered. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  F.  Hampson  and  to 
the  technical  and  clerical  staffs  for  their  ready  and  loyal  help 
in  all  undertakings.

WORCESTER  AND  DISTRICT  BLOOD  TRANSFUSION 

SERVICE. 


Annual  Report, ,  1942. 

During  1942  existing  arrangements  have  been  improved 
and  the  donor  panel  increased  from  3,400  to  5,500 — a  balance 
of  2,000  on  the  year.  / 

A  two-day  drive  in  Malvern  resulted  in  the  enrollment 
of  410  new  volunteers.  During  the  Summer  and  early  Autumn 
“  Open  House  ”  was  held  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  on  Thursday 
evening  which  resulted  in  a  further  153  new  donors  being 
added  to  the  Worcester  list.  Elsewhere  the  new  enrollments 
balanced  the  loss  occasioned  by  members  joining  the  Forces 
or  moving  to  other  parts  of  the  country. 

There  are  now  sixteen  regular  centres  where  bleeding  is 
carried  out  and  at  many  of  them  there  are  nursing  teams,  tech¬ 
nicians  and  doctors  capable  of  acting  independently  should 
the  need  arise.  In  the  last  year  we  have  had  experience  of 
the  necessity  for  this  provision  and  we  were  able  to  answer  two 
simultaneous  calls  from  air  raid  casualties  in  other  towns. 

During  the  year  we  have  : —

There  is  no  wastage  of  blood  for  any  in  the  bank  not  used 
is  sent  to  the  Plasma  Laboratory  where  it  is  converted  into 
plasma,  many  bottles  of  which  have  been  used  in  this  hospital. 

The  health  of  the  donors  has  remained  highly  satisfactory 
in  spite  of  the  long  hours  of  work  and  the  rationing  of  food. 
No  donor  is  bled  until  the  doctor  is  satisfied  they  are  in  perfect 
health  :  to  this  end  every  donors  submits  to  a  laboratory  test 
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prior  to  being  bled  to  exclude  the  presence  of  anaemia.  Further¬ 
more,  in  view  of  the  long  hours  everyone  has  to  work  an  issue 
is  made  to  each  donor  of  a  small  packet  of  pills,  containing  an 
iron  tonic,  thus  enabling  them  to  regain  in  a  very  short  time  the 
high  standard  required  by  the  Service. 

New  Areas. — Bromyard  has  been  affiliated  to  our  area 
and  a  bleeding  centre  will  be  established  there  in  a  short  time. 
It  is  hoped  that  another  large  area  within  the  County  will  very 
shortly  link  up  with  us  and  be  represented  on  the  Committee. 
It  is  felt  that  it  would  make  for  the  maximum  efficiency  in  this 
important  war  enterprise  if  the  transfusion  service,  which 
originated  in  this  Hospital,  became  in  fact  a  Worcester  and 
County  scheme. 

N.F.S.  and  Civil  Defence  Services.— In  view  of  the  duties 
that  these  Services  may  be  called  upon  to  perform  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  it  would  be  a  good  plan  if  they  were  “  grouped  ” 
whether  they  wished  to  become  donors  or  not.  The  N.F.S. 
accepted  the  offer  and  made  arrangements  for  the  whole  of  their 
personnel  to  be  grouped  as  soon  as  possible.  A  certain  number 
have  since  become  donors  and  it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  a 
good  proportion  of  them  were  already  regular  donors. 

Equipment. — The  Ministry  of  Health  has  supplied  a  second 
and  larger  refrigerator  so  that  this  Hospital  can  serve  as  one 
of  the  major  blood  depots  in  the  Midlands. 

Green  Cards  and  Red  Stripes. — Green  Membership  cards, 
similar  to  those  supplied  by  the  Birmingham  B.T.S.  are  issued 
to  donors  at  their  first  donation,  and  a  further  red  stripe  is 
affixed  at  each  subsequent  donation.  This  has  proved  very 
popular  and  several  donors  have  now  collected  no  fewer  than 
six  stripes. 

Thanks. — No  report  would  be  complete  without  recording 
the  thanks  of  the  Committee  to  the  Calling- Up  Officers,  the 
Members  of  the  various  units  of  the  B.R.C.S.,  S.J.A.B.,  A.R.P. 
Services,  Toe.  H.  and  W.V.S.,  Mrs.  G.  de  C.  Taylor,  the  labor¬ 
atory  technicians,  Mrs.  Shakespeare,  Sister  Symonds  and  the 
various  doctors,  and  in  particular  we  are  indebted  to  the  Liaison 
Officer,  Mrs.  Charles  Perrins  who,  apart  from  the  office  routine, 
has  delivered  blood  wherever  it  has  been  wanted  at  very  short 
notice,  and  to  Mrs.  Brettell  who  in  Worcester  has  not  only 
acted  as  Calling-Up  Officer  to  our  largest  area,  but  who  has, 
with  her  willing  and  efficient  team  of  nurses,  given  up  nearly 
all  her  Saturday  afternoons  and  summer  evenings  to  operational 
duties.

WOMEN’S  AUXILIARY  ASSOCIATION. 


Annual  Report,  1942. 

The  above  Association  has  during  the  past  year  raised 
nearly  £550  of  which  £350  has  been  allocated  to  Matron  for  the 
provision  of  linen.  These  amounts  exceed  those  of  last  year 
which  was  a  record  one,  both  in  the  total  of  receipts  and  pur¬ 
chase  of  Linen. 

Since  the  Association  was  formed  in  1935  it  has  purchased 
Linen  for  the  Infirmary  amounting  to  £1,077,  and  the  total 
amount  of  money  raised  by  variius  activities  is  £1,592. 

The  sale  of  refreshments  at  the  Buffet  in  the  Out-patients’ 
Hall,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bennett  has  yielded  a  profit 
of  £103  during  the  year,  and  a  Christmas  Fayre  brought  in  a 
profit  of  £237.  These  were  the  two  main  sources  of  income 
which  brought  about  the  receord  receipts  for  the  year.  The 
balance  of  receipts  are  accounted  for  by  Subscriptions,  Com¬ 
petitions,  Garden  Party,  by  kind  permission  of  Mrs.  Bennett, 
Donations,  Dance,  Whist  Drive,  Claines  Horse  Show,  etc. 

The  weekly  Linen  Mending  Party  which  meets  every  Friday 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  W.  G.  Bennett  has  again  done  yeo¬ 
man  service  in  prolonging  the  life  of  linen  by  mending  and 
patching. 

The  Knitting  Party  for  the  Fighting  Services  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Payne  has  also  continued  to  do  good  work. 

Meetings  of  the  Association  have  been  held  every  month, 
and  the  members  have  enjoyed  very  interesting  lectures  on  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects  given  by  old  and  new  friends  of  the 
Infirmary,  as  well  as  a  dramatic  entertainment,  and  socials. 

The  membership  is  approximately  700.
